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A Review of PudgeCon 1, Wichita, KS Sept 10-12, 1982

Well, what can one say? Kathy Byrne was there, that's for sure, the rest is 
rather secondary. PudgeCon was a strange phenomena, for altho even most "national" 
cons are really only regionals (such as the SF Origins, e.g.), what should have 
been a backwater regional con drew a national audience. One would expect the Kansas 
City and Oklahoma contingents ("Dixie Grey" just couldn't make the 105 minute drive, 
Al Giddings said), and perhaps the one Texan that did show up — but what about Illinois, 
California, New Mexico, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Tenneessee, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
and New York? I would have expected more Texans, but only a LE FRONT victim from 
Dallas, a "Mike Burgess" I think it was, made it. And then of course, there was the 
star, Kathy. She left New York by train to Trenton, joined Woody, flew to Pittsburgh 
after a fog delay, there found Hoss Pearson holding their connecting flight, flew 
to KC, met Scott Hanson frcm Minneapolis -there', and then rented a car the 4 of them 
then shared for 200 miles more! That 1 s ^i^ififyj dedication! 

I arrived early Friday afternoon, a 3 hour drive up 135 for me, following Pudge's 
map through a ROAD CLOSED sign to a new addition in the middle of a desolate prarie 
in NW Wichita. Pudge and Tro were there in the drive of his new split level on a 
cul de sac not on my map of Wichita. Anyhow, Tro recognized me and the Thunderbird; 
Bob kept his cool, not gagging at the sight of me like Kathy did later when I opened 
his front door to them upon their arrival 2 hours later. Pudge is medium height; a 
little heavy, kind of like Hoss Pearson if you know him, but cheerier, and not at 
all the size of a Bill Shaffer or Steve Arnawoodian the way people would have you 
beleive. The house is shared by he and a cat, and while it lasts, a canary. The cat 
got a lot closer to the canary that weekend than I did Kathy, but I had a good time 
anyhow. In a place like this, of course, you have one twin bed. Naturally, with Bob 
being the owner and host, he got to sleep on a closet floor — Kathy had the bed (alone, 
sad to say) the whole time! Now, with 20 guys there and one woman (or 19s/l» considering 
Woody), you'd think we'd be all over her — hah!

DIPLOMACY was played ("really?"), and there was one memorable game I'll you 
about, but if you are looking for game histories, I'll refer you to the charts in the 
next DIPLOMACY BY MOONLIGHT. A con is not gaming, any more than a date is to compare 
ideas with your girl. It is people getting together, people with one little thing, a 
hobby, in common, and everything else different, ^pfeffaftii ${>M* A con is like a 
lodge meeting: a lot of goofs getting together to let down their hair and act silly 
together. That is what is memorable, not that bullshit board stuff. The highlights Of 
the Con weren't any wins as Austria or crap like that; it was the squirtguns Coughlan 
handed out, and used; Kathy sitting on your lap; taking pictures (I forgot my camera, 
darn); seeing Gary squirt Mike Luedi's lens every time he tried for a shot; seeing 
a black kid coming door to door peddling stolen goods, and 'someone' yelling down 
"Go away, we're having a Klan meeting here!" when he rang our bell; paying $10.28 for 
20 cans of pop, Osuch over $30 for a few cases of beer; listening to Al Giddings 
make a fool of himself when the 198 proof stuff he was chugging began to take hold; 
seeing Bob Osuch face down on the floor, raising his head only to turn in orders on 
his was to a 3s 15 am sol^ 3 way draw; calling Daphne Fritz; plotting with Bob to 
meet an airport gang with my Wichita pamphlets from the Chamber of Commerce, and tell 
them "Sorry, the wife's thrown a fit so the Con's off. Enjoy Wichita this weekend!"; 
looking for a big magic marker so we could put a "PudgeCon here!" sign on the portable 
john at the entrance to the subdivision; taking a Thunderbird full of groady conven- 
tioners to a STEAK & ALE Friday night, with a drunken Coughlan yet; laughing when 
Gc^ry asked for a box for a case of beer, and then finding you have to ask in Wichita; 
signing Efcgxll papers for the hobby scauenger hunt, then snipping off a tiny corner 
so they won't qualify; going into SAMBO'S with 7 for breakfast, just after another 
group of us is leaving after breaking a seat; complaining about the rough carpet 
you slept on, just before finding someone asjeep on the concrete garage floor (true!); 
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hearing Kathy and your wife discuss you on the phone, while they laugh; finding 
Arnawoodian's as big a you-know as they say; passing out IRKSOMEs, MAGUSs, a fake 
DIP DIGEST; opening Pudge's refrigerator and finding it full of Shasta Diet 
Strawberry soda; getting home with 850 left in your pocket; coming back early, 
and finding a "Gone to supper, back at 7O0" sign on the empty refrigerator; 
-THAT'S what a convention is. That's why it was well worth the $80 I'm out, 
or the $300 the east coast types .must have laid out* I hope I remember that at 
Detroit time next summer. 

There was one memorable game for me, played late Saturday night-Sunday morning. 
My Germany had an early choice of going with Sherwood's France or Al Giddings' 
England. Each season to W01, I could have gone either way. Then I decided to go with 
strength, Al's England. France went down a little, but not much; the East was in a 
terrible mess, so a western 3-way developed under Austrian pleas for help. We went 
east so forcefully that Ozog (Italy) proposed a concession, but since it was "only" 
W02, some said better to play it out at least one more year. Too bad. The East got 
together, we made a tactical error, and by O5/06, we were stymied. The lines solid- 
ified totally, and it looked like 4 hours shot on a 7-way draw. Then Giddings took Tro's 
Brest. My stalemate line Baltic-Switzerland depended entirely on (former) French 
support of Munich from Burgundy, so I made a deal wit-h the East: I would abandon 
Munich and take Al's Scandanavia if they would bypass me as they headed into the 
E-F brawl in France-Med. Ozog knew I was telling the truth, and went for it. One 
result I'm not sure they realized but I foresaw, was that once the EFG alliance 
totally collapsed as it did, so would the RAIT alliance. Quiet ol' Mike Mazzer, 
languishing with a 4 center Turkey in the forgotten and dead corner, was somehow 
into Serbia, and then had a fleet in the Adriatic the next year. We called for an 
■ RTG draw — Giddings (E) voted no. We included him, RTGE — Sherwood (F) said no to 
j spite Giddings. Steve Langley quit as Russia, as did the Austrian player, out of 
j fatigue. It was going on 2 am. Osuch assumed Russia, Austria went out, Italy shrank. 
1 There was total TRG cooperation with little to no diplomacy needed. We were too 
tired anyhow. The survivors asked for a 6-way draw f and sleep. I isaid there was a 
lot of play left, how about TRG? No. TREF would OK any result, but I could see we 
had it. Eric? "I f ll play it if you will". I voted no, and on we went, amid many 
groans. At 3, "ERG passed. Al's England was barely surviving with a unit in Wales, 
and 5 of my German units in the other provinces of it, plus two of mine in the 
Low Countries and one enroute. Bob's Russia was in Berlin-Burgundy-North Italy. 
(I'd promised Tro I wouldn't cross his French border in SOI, and kept that throughout 
the night, altho I did support Russian A Mun-Bur). Mazzer had a strong position in 
the Balkans-Med, If it hadn't been "only 1902", an EFG draw would have passed 5 hours 
before. Now, at 3 am and much negotiating— lying— haggling and weariness later, I 
came out in an RTG. It was very satisfying. As Osuch and I went upstairs to find 
sleeping space, ANOTHER game formed! They played to a 5:15 four way draw.Eric 
kept notes on the results of most of the activity, so check out the current or 
next IBM . 

The last day is always kind of slow. One group didn't leave for Sambo's breakfast 
until 10, while another group was gone before I got up at 7:30. I would have gone 
to breakfast then, but there was a car behind me in the drive, and another blocking 
in 4 of us parked laterally in the street. I thought about crossing the lawn to the 
neighbor's drive, but the guy was out there with his garden hose wondering what we 
were: perverts, subversives, or what? So I waited until some others got awake. 

There should be a lot of good pictures around, although I'm not sure where 
' they will turn up outside DBM. Kathy brought a camera I think, but I'm not sure 
W handles photos well. Mark Luedi had a fancy one; I think his may be in DBM. 
Some of the shots should be pretty good,, although Kathy didn't go for my idea of 
one with her and my heads and hands protruding above the bedsheet, or any good 
stuff like that. I hope someone publishes the postcard Caruso sent Olsen that Friday 
too. You see, I'd warmed 0|sen up by way of inquiries regarding Kansas laws on 
automatic weapons, and partition proposals for Kathy, etc., [for some weeks. That 
fool wrote Caruso and said "MichalskL is a sex fiend", so here comes this card to

Olsen saying Caruso would kill Pudge personally if he let Michalski "lay a hand— 
or anything else" on Kathy.
